No nation, no m atter how glorious its history, can con­ 
tinue great unless its citizens keep its traditions alive in 
their hearts.

Cotton Insects 
Hatching Slowly, 
Thomas Reports 


The latest report ot the cotton 
insect situation, niaile by Dr. F. L. 
Thomas, chief of the division of 
ejp.tompl^x» 
Texas 
Agricultural 
Experiment sta tio n , shqWs that it 
is favorable to the cotton grower. 
The report is as follow s: 
“ Hatching of the overwintered 
eggs of cotton flea 
hoppers is 
about finished. 
The follow ing 
figures show the number of in­ 
sects which have hatched from IOO 
sage or goat weeds during the 
period from April I to May lo in­ 
clusive in each of the five years, 
1920 to 1930: 
“ 1926, 8468; 1927, 2272; 1928, 
1314; 1929, 2668; 1930, HOO. 
“The situation with reference to 
the possibility of escaping flea 
hopper injury appears encourag­ 
ing because of the small Hum he is 
hatching

present, the 
cotton 
plant grows rapidly and is more 
attractive to the insect than where 
the plant is of slower growth. 
“The spring rainfall, therefore, 
is somewhat significant in this con­ 
nection, and it would not he sui 
prising if a small number of flea 
hoppers caused partial injury to 
cotton in certain areus where the 
rains have been abundant.
